Two hundred and ninety five people 
applied for 36 spots at the University 
of Utah School of Physical Therapy 
in 1994. 

The average GPA of the 30 accepted 
was 3.7 with an average of 3.82 accu- 
mulated prerequisites.

Harvard University accepted 220 
out of 900 applicants into their med- 
ical school.

WASHINGTON — In a tense 
drama blending constitutional princi- 
ple with raw politics, the Senate 
moved toward a showdown Tuesday 
on a balanced-budget amendment 
designed to end chronic federal 
deficits. 

Republicans coughed up a last- 
minute concession barring federal 
judges from ordering tax hikes or 
spending cuts to balance the budget, 
and pocketed two Democrat votes in 
return. Still short of the support nec- 
essary to prevail, they negotiated with 
other Democrats over companion leg- 
islation that would leave Social 
Security trust funds off-limits to bud- 
get-cutters. 

“Tt’s a cliffhanger,” said Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, a leading supporter. 

The centerpiece of the Republican 
revolution in Congress, the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution is 
designed to end the run-up in federal 
debt that exceeds $4.8 trillion. It calls 
for a balanced budget by 2002 and 
requires a three-fifths vote of both 
houses to run a deficit in future years. 
A similar measure cleared the GOP- 
controlled House in January. Senate 
passage would mean the House would 
have to vote on the newly modified 
version before submitting it to the 
states for ratification. 

At the White House, President 
Clinton renewed his objections. 
Pressed on whether Clinton would 
campaign to defeat ratification in the 
states, press secretary Mike McCurry 
said the president would make sure 
state legislators “have the information 
they need to judge the merits.”

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D.C. ‘outsider’ enters presidential race 


MARYVILLE, Tenn. — Pitching himself as a Washington outsider with 
small town values, Republican Lamar Alexander declared his presidential can- 
didacy Tuesday with a pledge to radically shrink and humble Washington’s 
“arrogant empire.” 

Clad in a red-and-black flannel shirt, the former Tennessee governor said he 
was the only GOP candidate with experience as a chief executive, and 
was the Republican most committed to a dramatic shift of power from the fed- 
eral government to states and communities. 

“In every neighborhood in America, the government in Washington is step- 
ping on the promise of American life,” Alexander said. “The greatest danger 
Republicans have is this: Now that we have captured Washington, we must not 
let Washington capture us.” 

Tiny Maryville, in the foothills of the Smoky Mountains, gave its favorite son 
a hero’s sendoff. Alexander walked from his boyhood home to his high school, 
where he was serenaded by cheerleaders and the band, then past the 
Presbyterian church where he once sang in the choir and attended Boy Scouts 
and finally onto the Blount County Courthouse steps to announce his candida- 
cy. 


Water witchers find success in southern Utah 


| ST. GEORGE — Rex Jackson gripped both ends of the Y-shaped stick and 
turned his body slightly. With each turn, he repeated his plea: “Most under- 
ground water within a mile.” 

Jackson said he can find water within five miles and determine its depth. He 
said the branch, which goes down on its own with an irresistible force, would 
rip up his hands if he tried to stop it. 

Jackson is one of a handful of “water witchers” in southern Utah who claim a 
mysterious ability to find underground water. Although skeptics abound, resi- 
dents of Southern Utah communities have relied on water witchers for years to 
help them find well sights. Glen Gubler used the skill as St. George’s water 
superintendent until he retired in 1993. He frequently witched before the city 
dug wells. Witchers offer different theories for their mysterious ability. 


Engine failure blamed for Navy pilot’s death 


CORONADO, Calif. — Engine failure, not pilot error, caused the crash at sea 
that killed one of the Navy’s first female carrier pilots, the Navy said today. 

Rear Admiral Jay B. Yakeley said Lt. Kara Hultgreen’s F-14A jet fighter 
crashed during its approach to the carrier USS Abraham Lincoln after its left 
engine lost power. 

The Navy finding rebuts anonymous allegations sent to members of the media 
claiming Hultgreen was unqualified and received special treatment by a Navy 
determined to prepare women for combat. 

Hultgreen, 29, was one of the first two women to qualify for Navy carrier 
operations in the F-14A jet. 

She was rated above average, the third of seven in her class, records show. 

Yakeley called the Oct. 25 crash off the California coast an “extremely rare 
occurrence.” : 


New health package to provide for Utahns 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah House has approved Gov. Mike Leavitt’s 
health-reform package and sent it on to the Senate. 

Representatives approved the legislation with a 54-18 vote Monday. The leg- 
islation will extend health insurance to thousands of Utahns. 

One key provision is a Medicaid waiver that would enable the state to extend 
health-insurance coverage to 56,000 Utahns who cannot afford private insur- 
ance and do not qualify for government aid. 

Another major provision would provide for insurance for Utahns who previ- 
ously have been denied it because of health problems. 

The Open Enrollment provision would require insurance carriers to offer poli- 
cies to an estimated 13,000 employees of small businesses and other individu- 
als who have been denied coverage. 

The package also would provide $800,000 to set up Area Health Education 
Centers to improve health care in rural areas and launch a two-year pilot project 
to compare cost-effectiveness and clinical quality in the state’s public and pri- 
vate health-care industry.

With the closing of the Utah 
Legislature, the Utah Lake task force 
is hoping Goy. Mike Leavitt will take 
time to examine their report and reach 
a decision on lake improvements. 

“For many years, the ownership of 
the lake bed, water-right issues and 
shoreline boundary and the lake’s 
diverse uses have been a controver- 
sy,” Gov. Leavitt wrote in a letter 
calling for the organization of the task 
force. 

The task force is composed of vari- 
ous government agencies and 
landowners, including seven state 
officials and seven Utah County offi- 
cials. Businesses also gave input on 
the proposal. 

Lake dredging is one solution pre- 
sented by the task force. The report 
states that sediment has been entering 
the lake for more than 140 years. The 
task force reported that dredging 
would make the lake bluer and 
improve oxygen levels. 

Opinions differ on the existence and 
beliefs of the task force. 

“Some of the projected goals are 
most likely impossible to obtain,” 
said Dennis Shiozawa, BYU profes- 
sor of zoology. 

Prior to dredging the lake, they need 
to understand the relationship 
between calcium carbonate and pho- 
tosynthesis, Shiozawa said. 

The lake is about 10 to 15 feet deep 
when it’s full, according to Lavere 
Merritt, BYU civil engineering pro- 
fessor and water quality management 
specialist. 

Merritt said the lake would need to 
be dredged at least 20 feet to improve 


oxygen levels. However, this would 
introduce other problems with 
microorganism growth. 

The force suggested eradication of 
species seen as pests, like tamarisk 
trees. Another suggestion is to 
remove predatory fish and to recover 
the endangered june sucker. 

Task Force member, John Fairchild, 
of the Division of Wildlife Resources, 
emphasized that the task force is 
mostly suggestions. 

“There are only a couple of issues 
where the recommendations are spe- 
cific,” Fairchild said. 

The lake boundary and water quality 
issues are two he mentioned as being 
specific.

Dye said by recommending books, 
students are making people aware of 
what is out there to help. 

“We are not counselors, and we are 
not trying to be,” said Laura 
Chipman, a 21-year-old senior from 
Spokane, Wash., majoring in family 
science. 

The recommended reading, “A Case 
Against Divorce,” shows that prob- 
lems still exist after one gets a 
divorce, Chipman said. 

“These books are not religious 
books,” Barlow said, “but they show 
that marriage is worthwhile.” 

Barlow said the purpose of the class 
project is not to say that divorce isn’t 
justified in some instances, but to 
show that marriages can be saved. 
One has to think carefully when con- 
templating divorce, he said. 

“We usually approach the subject of 
divorce through religion, but these 
(authors) give other good reasons to 
stay together and work it out,’ Barlow 
said. 

“Marriage Savers works through 
communities and churches to 
strengthen the community by saving 
marriages,” said David Caswell, a 25- 
year-old senior from Eugene, Ore., 
majoring in family science. 

Students also recommend listening 
to the radio show by James Dobson, 
with the organization “Focus on the 
Family.”

Higher phone rates now 
should pay off over time

- | The passage of a bill Monday in the state Senate began a process that will like- 
‘dy overturn the Utah law that maintains a cap on phone rates statewide. The pre- 
dictable result? Higher rates for every Utahn with a phone. 
The bill, which would allow US WEST to raise rates before calling for multi- 
., ple-company competition and further deregulating the state’s telecommunication 
industry, passed the Senate by a 25-0 vote. Gov. Mike Leavitt is expected to sign 
: the bill shortly. That the debate was so quiet and the vote so lopsided is an indi- 
cation of at least two things: Lawmakers see an increase in rates as inevitable, 
‘* and the competition mandated by the measure will pay off for Utahns. 
-* Even without the action by the Senate, it is likely future legislation would have 
~ allowed US WEST to raise rates eventually. The costs of revamping the telecom- 
/, munications network in Utah are considerable, an acceptable pretext for US 
_ WEST rate hikes. At least this measure balances any rate hike with the better 
rates and services that will result from multiple-company competition at the local 
level. 
*; Rates will not be allowed to rise forever, either. US WEST price increments 
will be frozen in May 1997, at which time direct competition will be implement- 
ed, beginning in larger markets. 
; ‘Some lawmakers expressed concern that rural areas would be hurt by the mea- 
’ sure because competition in low-population areas will be delayed, if it ever 
arrives at all. However, as Sen. Lyle Hillyard, R-Logan, correctly pointed out in 
the Salt Lake Tribune Tuesday, “Rates are going up for those of us who are not 
paying our fair share.” 

The reality is that operating a telecommunications service is not cheap, and 
Utahns have been getting off relatively easily under current state law. Passage of 
this measure will bring rates to a fair level in the immediate future and ensure 
just prices through direct competition in the years to come.

I am honestly starting to think there 
is a conspiracy behind robbing 
already time-short college students of 
those precious minutes we need to do 
more important things, like sleep. 

I remember one episode of “The 
Simpsons” where Homer sold his soul 
to the devil for a doughnut, and, in 
return, he had to endure the ironic 
punishment of eating doughnuts for 
eternity. That’s exactly what cleaning 
checks are for college students: ironic 
punishment. 

Cleaning checks go against every 
romantic notion I have ever had about 
what college is supposed to be about: 
dirty clothes, junk food wrappers, and 
dozens of unresolved reminders writ- 
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Definition of terms vital 
in role of theology debate 


Voltaire, that unequaled master of conversa- 
tion, once said, “If you will talk to me, first 
define your terms.” This advice is particularly 
pertinent when discussing the merits of a dis- 
cipline so rich in tradition as is theology. The 
word “theology” des- 
ignates what is in fact 
a host of different 
approaches to the 
study of God and 
beliefs about God. 
Hence, unless we 
strive to make clear 
the underlying con- 
ceptual meaning of what we each understand 
by “theology,” there is a considerable risk of 
miscommunication. 

From the outset it may be granted that there 
was a time when theologians arrogated to 
themselves the elucidation of church doctrine. 
It can hardly be disputed that this often result- 
ed in violence to the scriptural text in order to 
make it fit a favored philosophical framework 
— as a Procrustean bed of sorts. Nonetheless, 
this ilk of theological activity is no longer pre- 
dominant. In fact, LDS theologian Philip L. 
Barlow notes that “the thrust of contemporary 
theology in the non-fundamentalist Christian 
world is less concerned with elaborating the 
unknown through airy metaphysical specula- 
tions than with examining how we might live 
our lives in light of the Judeo-Christian tradi- 
tion.” 

Non-LDS theologian David L. Wheeler con- 
curs: “No matter how compelling one’s expla- 
nation of the dynamic processes of our world 
in terms of the imminence of God and his 
Christ, one cannot manufacture faith. Natural 
theology can only bring us to the vestibule of 
belief and persuade us to be attentive to a pos- 
sible revelation.” 

This is a theology come of age; its role is to 
clarify the language, explain apparent incon- 
sistencies and articulate gospel truths into a 
harmonious and coherent whole, not to gener- 
ate doctrine through unfettered philosophical 
rumination. This theology is inherently tenta- 
tive and provisional in nature because its find- 
ings and conclusions lack the status of 
revealed doctrine. 

I submit that this species of theology is not 
by necessity antithetical to divine revelation. 
On the contrary, it may serve as a much need-

ed handmaid to revelation. ; 

It has been suggested that were systematic 
theology and trained theologians to have a 
place in the Church, they would be “unable to 
resist the itch: to displace revelation and the 
prophets. Perhaps 
those fears can be 
allayed. A close look 
at the work of two of 
the most celebrated 
Western early theolo- 
gians, St. Augustine 
and St. Thomas 
Aquinas, will reveal 
their faithful allegiance to church authority. It 
was by no means uncommon for them to have 
to surrender their deeply felt philosophical 
persuasions in the defense of established 
church doctrines. A case in point in 
Augustine’s abandonment on his belief in 
ante-mortal existence, pressed upon him by 
the church’s reject of the idea. 

Furthermore, it may help to remember that, 
however dreadful, the Council of Nicea took 
place over/200 years after revelation had 
ceased. The church had lost revelation when, 


in Nibley’s words, “it had to turn to another- 


source for guidance,” namely philosophy. 
Hence, it does not follow that philosophy dis- 
placed revelation, but, instead, that philosophy 
merely filled the vacuum created by absence 
of revelation. To fail to see this and fault phi- 
losophy for the demise of revelation would be 
to commit the informal logical fallacy of 
“false cause.” 

The long and short of this is that theological 
activity and respect for revelation (and author- 
ity) need not be mutually exclusive; they can 
coexist. Theological activity under Church 
sponsorship and oversight can conceivably 
pay great dividends. 

Keeping these considerations in mind, it 
seems to me a summary dismissal of theology 
is unwarranted. Let us entertain and discuss 
the possibility. Let us create a suitable dia- 
logue and debate on these issues. I am con- 
vinced we would be enlightened and edified in 
the process.

It happens at the most inconvenient 
times, in the most embarrassing 
places. Doctors say it even happens to 
us while in the womb. Few would be 
upset if this plague of mankind were 
eradicated forever, but so far doctors 
have not found a full-proof cure 
for...the hiccups. 

For some, getting the hiccups is no 
joke. 

Dr. Kevin McNally, a lung specialist 
at a medical clinic in California, said 
he occasionally treats patients with 
chronic hiccup disorders, some of 
them serious. 

‘T had one guy with a malfunction- 
ing diaphragm who had been hiccup- 
ing for nearly 24 hours,” he said. 
“Believe me, he was not in good 
shape.” 

MeNally said hiccups are an irrita- 
tion of the nerve leading to the 
diaphragm, a large powerful muscle at 
the base of the chest which contracts 
and relaxes like a bellows to aid 
breathing. 

“Tt usually moves slowly, but irrita- 
tion of organs near the diaphragm 
may cause it to contract suddenly.” he 
said. The result is a hiccup. 

The culprit could be excess alcohol, 
clearing one’s throat too hard, or even 
laughing too much. 

Once it starts, the average person 
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Hiccup cure; don’t hold your breath 


“hics” about 100 times, or as much as 
1000 times in extreme cases, McNally 
said. 

As for stopping the contractions, 
there is no simple solution. 

McNally said he often induces gag- 
ging to stop hiccups, by placing a Q- 
tip in the back of the patient’s throat. 
Gagging stimulates the diaphragm in 
a different direction, to change the 


rhythm of its contractions. 
Swallowing works much the same 
way. 


“Tn extreme cases I have to prescribe 
tranquilizers,’ McNally said. 

But even those, he admits, are not 
always effective. 

Everyone has their own method of 
choice for dealing with the bother- 
some little muscle spasms, and in the 
end, their methods can be just as 
effective as those of a doctor, 
McNally said. 


°The Ear Plugging Method 


“T’ve found that the best cure for 
hiccups requires the use of a friend 
and a glass of something to drink. 
Have your friend push those little 
flaps (not the lobes) down on your 
ears so that they are plugged. 
Meanwhile, you plug your nose, 
while drinking your drink of choice 
for 10 seconds. This will definitely 
cure the hiccups, and it will get you a 
lot of attention if you do it in public.”

“It’s a myth to suggest that minor 
league players have nothing at stake 
in this dispute,” union head Donald 
Fehr said Monday night. “Everything 
major league players have gained has 
been the result of current players 
making sacrifices which will primari- 
ly benefit future players. ... Any minor 
league players who have the talent to 
make it to the majors have a great 
deal at stake in this dispute.”

Taylor goes pro ... wrestling

NEW YORK — After 13 years of 
terrorizing quarterbacks from Joe 
Theismann to Troy Aikman, future 
NFL Hall of Famer Lawrence Taylor 
hoped for an acting career. On 
Tuesday, his wish came true. 

Taylor, to the delight of some former 
teammates and the disbelief of many 
others, signed with the World 
Wrestling Federation to battle 390- 
pound Bam Bam Bigelow in a feature 
match at Wrestlemania XI. 

Goodbye, LT. Hello, Lawrence the 
Giant. 

The deal was sealed with a kiss, 
planted by Taylor on Bigelow’s big, 
ugly, bearded, earringed, tattooed 
head. The very odd couple will meet 
in the ring on April 2 in Hartford, 
Conn., with LT picking up a reported 
$500,000 paycheck. 

“I think Bam Bam has problems - 
mental problems,” Taylor said at a 
Manhattan news conference. Some in 
the crowd hinted that Bam Bam was- 
n’t alone after this bizarre pit stop on 
Taylor’s road to the Hall of Fame. 

Not so, said the perennial All-Pro 
linebacker, who retired in January 
1994 after 13 often-spectacular sea- 
sons. 

“Whether you believe it or not, these 
guys are real athletes,” said Taylor, 


sharing a podium with “real athletes” 
Big Daddy Cool Diesel, Sid Vicious 
and Shawn 


“Heartbreak ’ Kid” 
Michaels.

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Legislation could shelter politicians from media

In an attempt to further restrict the 
media’s access to information about 
campaign contributions, lobbyists’ 
gifts and closed-door sessions, the 
Utah Senate approved an addition to 
House Bill 14 Monday that would 
require journalists to register as lob- 
byists when writing about such sub- 
jects. 

The new rule, added by Sen. David 
Watson, R-St. George, is to be includ- 
ed in House Bill 14, legislation spon- 
sored by Rep. Jordan Tanner, R- 
Provo, which seeks to further protect 
politicians from having to disclose 
information about certain gifts they 
are given while in office, including 
meals, and free entertainment tickets 
received from lobbyists. 

Dawn House, editor of the Salt Lake 
Tribune’s government section, said 


that measures similar to Watson’s 
have already been found unconstitu- 
tional in other states and she has no 
reason to believe that such a measure 
will survive the scrutiny of Utah 
courts. 

“Obviously if such a measure has 
failed in other courts it is unconstitu- 
tional,” House said. 

State courts around the nation as 
well as the United States Supreme 
Court have ruled that any measure 
that forces members of the media to 
register or license themselves in order 
to perform their professional duties is 
unconstitutional. 

House also said that she is not going 
to let such legislation intimidate her 
or affect the reporting and writing 
style of her staff. 

“We do not write for the lawmakers, 
we write for our readers and other 
people who pick up the paper to find 
out information,” House said. “It is 


not going to intimidate me, and it is 
not going to make me edit stories and 
direct stories and play stories any dif- 
ferently than I did last year.” 

House Bill 14, along with Watson’s 
amendment and an amendment pre- 
sented by Sen. Rex Black, D-Salt 
Lake, passed the Senate by a 27-2 
vote, an overwhelming majority. 

Black’s amendment called for a 
raise in the ceiling on the amount of 
money required for disclosure. The 
bill in its original form called for the 
ceiling to be set at $15, an amount 
which Black proposed be raised to 
$50 because he felt that $15 excluded 
nearly every gift and meal that mem- 
bers of Congress receive. 

Even though Black’s amendment 
was added to the legislation and 
accepted by the Senate, the senator 
was still one of the two that refused to 
vote in favor of the bill. Black 
stressed, however, that he did not vote 


against the bill because of the inclu- 
sion of Watson’s amendment. 

“TI do not know if it (Watson’s 
amendment) is a violation of the First 
Amendment. Even if it is, that is 
something that should be decided by 
the courts and not the legislature,” 
Black said. 

Black said that he voted against the 
legislation because he believes that it 
is a waste of time, taking legislators 
away from more important matters 
that have a foreseeable resolution. 

“It is an issue that keeps coming 
back,” Black said. “It is something 
that will never be resolved, and I 
don’t think that we should be playing 
with it.” 

The bill will now be returned to the 
House where representatives will 
decide whether or not to accept the 
new form of the bill, which includes 
the amendments made by Watson and 
Black. 


Catholics carve niche at BYU, surrounding areas

Being a Catholic in a predominantly 
LDS environment can be a special 
challenge for the 150 Catholic stu- 
dents who attend BYU. 

Father Garret Edmunds of the St. 
Francis of Assisi Church in Provo said 
living in a predominately Mormon 
community presents specific chal- 
lenges for Catholic students. 

“It’s a unique kind of situation 
because they’re such small minori- 
ties,”-Edmunds said. 

Mark Stephenson, a sophomore 
from Kearns, said the hardest part 
about being a Catholic at BYU is 
hearing all the time that The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is 
the only true Church. 

“But I wouldn’t want to stop them,” 
Stephenson said. “I’m sure they say 
the same thing at Notre Dame.” 

“As long as you do what you think 
is right and stick by your faith you’re 
OK,” he said. 

Some feel a positive aspect of living 
in Provo is the high standards held by 
the LDS people. 

“The community shares moral val- 
ues and appreciates the qualities of 
life that we do,’ Edmunds said. 

“T love BYU and Provo because it’s 
very, very moral,” Stephenson said. 

Stephenson said his experience in 
the religious minority has definitely 
strengthened his faith. 

Charles Mantione, a senior from 
Buffalo, N.Y., agrees. 

“For the first time in my life I was a 
minority,” Mantione said. “Coming 
into a place where 98 percent of the 


people are LDS you have to feel like a 
minority.” 

Mantione remembers sitting in a 
classroom where the teacher told a 
joke that had to do with the LDS 
faith, and everyone laughed except 
him. 

“You're sitting there with a blank 
stare because everyone is laughing, 
except you,’ Mantione said. 

“When you’re around so many peo- 
ple who are strong in what they 
believe, it makes you want to find 
peace in your own _ search,” 
Stephenson said. 

Stephenson said he hasn’t felt a lot 
of pressure to convert to the LDS faith 
at BYU. 

“Most people don’t even know the 
difference, and to my friends it does- 
n’t really matter,’ Stephenson said. 

For additional support, Catholic stu- 
dents can also turn to the Catholic 
Newman Club. Mantione is the presi- 
dent of the club, which meets 
Wednesday and Thursday nights. 

According to Edmunds there are 
about 100 families in the Provo/Orem 
area in his congregation and they are 
very involved in serving the commu- 
nity. 

St. Francis was instrumental in the 
founding of the Food and Care 
Coalition to help the needy and is also 
involved with Catholic community 
services. 

Besides working in organized pro- 
grams, the church cares for shut-ins 
and has a unique opportunity to help 
the homeless. 

“Homeless people will often come 
into the church after hours when other 
facilities are closed because they 
know they can find help here,”

Edmunds said. 

Edmunds said that as the members 
celebrate Lent they will be involved in 
a special program called Operation 
Rice-bowl. 

Participants will place the money 
they save on food or other conve- 
niences they have chosen to give up at 
lent in a bowl on their dining room 
table. The money will then be collect- 
ed and distributed to the needy. 

This year the church will hold its 
Easter Vigil at 9 p.m. on the Saturday 
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for the David Eccles School of 
Business at the University of Utah, 
said one of the school’s mission state- 
ments is to increase diversity, includ- 
ing women and minorities. 

Fife said the women in the MBA 
program at the U of U usually all have 
positions upon graduating. 

“Professional programs want more 
women,” said Gary McKinnon, direc- 
tor of the MBA program at BYU. 

McKinnon said women may have an 
advantage over men when it comes to 
scholarship money because there is 
more. of an incentive to get women 
and minority groups represented. 

“We are seeking for diversity — not 
only. women, but other minority 
groups as well,’ McKinnon said. 

The women graduate students in the 
MBA program at BYU almost all 
have job offers already, McKinnon 
said. 

“We would like to see more women 
apply to our program,” said Anita 
Lowe, assistant MBA director at Utah 
State University. 

Lowe believes if women were 
encouraged, they would be more 
inclined to attend graduate school. 

Linda H. Yates, chair of the admis- 
sions committee for the U of U’s 
physical therapy program, said gender 
holds no real advantage for applicants 
to the program. 

“We look at the individual, not gen- 
der,” Yates said. 

Yates said the physical therapy pro- 
gram at the U of U has an equal ratio 
of women to men, but this is not on 
purpose. 

“In the rest of the country, there are 
more women to men in general,” 
Yates said. 

“We encourage women to apply, but 
we don’t accept anyone who will fail. 
If you can’t do the work, you won’t 
be accepted. You must be qualified,” 
said Anne Berges, the admissions sec- 
retary at the U of U school of medi- 
cine. 

Jennifer Spinti, a Ph.D. candidate in 
the U of U’s chemical and fuels engi- 
neering program, said she has found 
that as a general rule, most graduate 
programs are looking for women. 

Spinti said she wants to work in an 
academic position after she obtains 
her degree. 

“All the positions say equal opportu- 
nity, and most say they are looking for 
qualified female applicants,” Spinti 
said. 

Spinti said judging from her experi- 
ences, she believes women do have an 
advantage over men in her field, at 
least in the academic arena. 

Spinti said she knew a man in her 
program who was looking for an aca- 
demic position and had a hard time 
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finding one. She believes if he had 
been a female with the same creden- 
tials, he would have had many more 
job offers. 

Delora Bertelsen, assistant to the 
dean, works with Women in 
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Management — a program for 
women in the MBA program at BYU. 

Bertelsen said women had an advan- 
tage over men when affirmative action 
was first put into effect and compa- 
nies raced to hire more women.
